Mr. R. F. H. Duncan, formerly 
a Captain in the Royal Fleld Ar- 
tillery, has become located 
furm hand on a farm at Sunny- 
nook, Alta. He hopes to pur- 
vhase a farm of his own as soon 
as he has gained practical experl- 
ence He writes to officials of 
the (.N.LR. Colonisation Depart-

The lacquer ware has been ex- 
ported to the Drapery Kmporium 
from Foochow, and is brought here 
by the Douglas Steamship Co.’s 
vessels. They also trans-ship it to 
Singapore and Penang, where they 
have business agents. The ware 
wag shipped the Colony a week ago. 

Made in Foochow, the lacquer 
exhibits are exceptionally good, and 
include dragon-designs in red and 
black traya, vases, envelope racks, 
and ash trays, etc. The designs and 
shapes are very attractive. 

The vases are made from zrass- 
cloth, and are surprisingly light: 
Two handsome red and black pairs 
are priced at $6 a pair. There are 
oval and square trays in red, in 
fives sizes, to make a set, and are 
sold at $3.50, which is a very 
reasonable price, 1 

A dignificd-looking Buddha, made 
of brown and blue lacquer, is priced 
at $6.

A Dip Into High Fitiance 


[’ is not to be expected that in this enervating climate anybody 
should take high finance seriously. Although meetings of the 
Legislative Council are open to the public no one considered the 
occasion of the introduction of the Budget cf sufficient interest to 
hear the details at first hand from the lips of the Colonial Secretary. 
There was not even a Press photographer in the vicinity to “snap” 
the honourable member as he stepped into the Council chamber. 

It would be fatuous to declare that the members of the Govern- 
ment and the various heads of Departments do not take the intro- 


duction of the Budget so lightly as the outside public. 


From His 


Excellency the Governor and the Colonial Secretary downward, all 
regard the Estimates for the ensuing year as worthy of very serious 


consideration not alone on 


“Budget Day” but for weeks and months 


beforehand. The spending Departments are the bane of the Govern- 


ment’s life. 


are terms that they anathematise. 


They are never satisfied. Economy and retrenchment 


They resent being told that this 


or that is impossible still those “better day8” that ever remain but 
a dream. The needs of their own particular Department they con- 


sider paramount. 


They can brook no refusa}. 


They resent the 


inexorable “trimming” process—and beg for more and still more 


in the annual allocation of Votes. 


In the net result the Budget is a kind of medley of finance. 


It 


never can represent the last word in the requirements of any Depart- 
ment, even omitting those inevitable “unforeseen contingencies” 
that are writ large over every ‘supplication’ to the Finance Com- 


mittee of the Legislative Council for Supplemental Votes, 


And 


because it is not intended by those who frame it to be the last word 
on the subject the Budget degenerates more and more into an annual 


formality almost approaching a farce. 


Millions of dollars in sur- 


pluses or deficits may excite the official mind with an eye mainly 
on the effect of such on Downing Street, but there cannot be said to 
be real perturbation as to their reception by the people who count 
most when all is said and done—the rate-payers of the Colony whose 
existence is responsible for the creation of a local Government. 


Rates may fall or rates may rise. 


The ratepayers are the least tc 


he considered. The work of the Government has to be carried on at 
all hazards—always with the aid of an Official majority. Thus it 
comes about that, although the ratepayers provide the money that 
makes the mare to go, they are individually but insignificant units 
in comparison with those who are placed in power above them—to 
order the spending of what they pay in the shape of rates and taxes. 

Remembering these factors in the local scheme of things, it is, 
after all, little cause for wonder that Budgets come and Budgets go, 
but never a breath of excitement can the public raise over them. 
They are just part and parcel of “olo custom” in a Crown Colony, 
and shall continue to be so long after the present generation of rate 
payers and tax payers are interested in things far heyond the realm 


of local high finance, 


All the efforts at elucidation. of this or that 


financial problem can but lead to the same monotonous end—the 
Government has the last word in the spending of the public money, 
and woe betide he who would hint for a moment of divesting it of 
one iota of its precious “rights and privileges.”

the “China Mail,” with regard to 
a Reuter’s cablegram being sent 
to Shanghai regarding the report 
of the Stamp Duty Committee. 
The people of Hong Kong were 
teft to learn news of vital import- 
ance to them through the medium 
of the Shanghai newspapers, 
which was distinctly unfair. It 
was surmised either that a leak 
age of official information had 
occurred, or that the Government 
had given facilities to a news 
agency to “score” at the 
expense of the local news 
papers. In common with the 
other newapapers we have becn 
patiently waiting for some sigh 
from the powers that be that 
the complaint voiced on August 3 
had struck a sympathetic chord 
or a note of remorse in the event 
of a news agency being wilfully 
given prior rights over important 
local news. But the newspapers 
in the Colony are still, as it were, 
in the air. There is every reason 
to believe that an apology has 
been tendered to the Govern- 
ment in connection with the 
cablegram sent to Shanghai. But 
that is not enough by aay means 
so far as the local newspapers 
are concerned. The latter were 
let down badly. Even now they 
are not in possession of the 
Stamp Duty Committee’s report, 
although it was expected to be 
laid on the table of the Legisla-

From the accounts that have 
reached us it would appear that

And yet, it is most 
regrettable to learn, the arrange- 
ments both for the Press and for’ 
the non-Chinese speaking specta- 
ters left a great deal to be de- 
sired on the biggest day of the 
meeting yesterday.

A GREAT ARTISTE 

Last night Mr. Andres Sexovia' 
gave an impressive guitar recital 
at the Theatre Royal, before quite:

Next, China should establish a 
number of organs for the control 
of shipping, like Britain’s port and 
navigalion offices. These offices 
will be established fur the planning 
nnd construction of new ships, for 
deciding on the kinds of ships, ete., 
so that Chinsre ships may compete 
with foreign ships. In connection 
with this point, China is also in 
need of experts and will have to 
depend upon foreigners. 

One thing of most importance is 
that Chinese ships to be used fo 
call on foreign ports must have A 
line drawn on the ship to show how 
much weight of cargo this particu- 
lar ship ean bear. China should 
also follow the example of foreign:

Suitable Ships Wanted 


Though China is not required to 
tolfaw the example of foreign 
powers in the details of the regula~

drafting of China's navigation re- 
gulations. After foreign consular 
jurisdiction in China is abolished, 
the Chinese Government will be 
able to draft its navigation regula- 
tions more favourably to Chinese 
ships than forcign ones.

Further Evidence For 
Defence

A FREE PASSAGE ‘ 

Aleko Eugene Lilius (39), the 
self-styled American journalist 
made another appearance at the 
Kowloon Magistracy yesterday be- 
fore Mr. T. 8.

As ua result of this cable what 
did you do?—I wrote to Lilius at 
the Peninsula Hotel saying he could 
have o free passage to Colombo. 

The reply?--He came to me for 
an interview at my office. 

What did he tell you at the inter- 
view?—-He paid he did not have 
time to go on the “Canton,” as the 
could not finish his business. 

In reply to a further question 
Mr. Blaker said that the ship was 
delayed ard that Lilius could go 
on the “Negara” or any other vessel 
that they were agents for. 

Mr, Rendali; Did your repre- 
sentative go on board?—Yes, at five 
and Jaler at nine o'clock at night. 

Was the defendant on board?— 
The captain said that the defendant 
was not on board. 

Any other arrangements made ?— 
No. 

Received wireless message from 
Captain?- -Yes. 

Produce it tu his Worship. 

Do you knew what time the 
“Canton” left?- At 6 am., it was 
reported. 

When Lilius did not go on the 
“Canton”, were there any other ar- 
rangements made?—Yes, we sub- 
stituted a ship.

BUYER’S RIGHT 


Car Purchase By 
Instalments 


A suit of considerable interest to 
those who sell or buy motor cars 
on the instalment plan, has just 
been decided in the Bombay High 
Court by Mr. Justice Wadia. Mr. 
Brimji Dalal, the plaintiff in the 
suil, ix a solicitor and defendants

The plaintiff how- 
ever made default in the payment 
of the fourth instalment which be- 
came due on October 2, 1924, and 
the defendants took possession of 
{he car from the plaintiffs’ re- 
sidence during his absence. 
Plaintiffs Contention 

The plaintiff, on coming to know 
of the seizure of hix car, immediate- 
ly tendered to the defendants the 
amount of the October instalment 
und asked for the return of the car, 
but the defendants refused to ac- 
cept the instalment or return the 
car. The car was eventually sold 
by the defendants an December 11, 
1924 for Ks. 3,200, The plaintiff 
contended {hat in a true construc- 
tion of the agreement he was the 
purchaser of the car: that although 
the agreement purported to be on 
the hive purchase system there was 
in fact no hiring and that the pro- 
perty in the car had passed to him 
and he argued accordingy that de- 
fendants were not entitled to sell 
the var without his consent 

The plaintiff? prayed for an order 
for delivery of the car to him on 
payment to the defendants of the 
remaining three instalments or in 
the allernative. for purchase price 
of the car namely, Rs. 5,150 less 
than the total amount of the re- 
nutining three instalments, or, in 
the further allernative, for the 
proceeds than the 
said) instalments He further 
claimed Rs. [,00G asx damages for 
wrongful conversion 

Effect of Agreement 

His lordship, in delivering judg- 
ment, observed that the real ques- 
lien in dispute was the true mean- 
ing and effept of the agreement in 
the suit. Its substance was to be 
ascertained by a consideration of 
the rights and oblightions of the 
piarties arising from the agreement 
The point for consideration was 
whether the agreement was only a 
hire purchase agreement or whe- 
ther. despite the language used, the 
transaction wax really a sale under 
which there was an obligation te 
buy the car. It had been laid down 
by Engtish courts that under a hire 
purchase agreement the hirer had 
only an option to purchase the 
goods hired to him and he ways 
under no obligation to purchase. 

Contract of Sale 

After reading the agreement in 
the suil, it appeared tu his lord- 
ship thal the plaintiff was bound 
to pay the whole of the purchase 
price for the car by instalments 
and on his failure to pay any of 
the instalments he would be com- 
mitting a breach of contract and 
would be liable to pay damages. 
There was no option to the plain- 
tiff to return the car to the defen- 
dants. His lordship accordingly 
held that the agreement in suit im- 
posed an absolute condition upon 
the plaintiff to purchase the car; 
in other words, it was a contract 
of sale and the property in the car 
passed to the plaintiff on the execu- 
tion of the agreement. In the event 
of the plaintiff committing any de- 
fault, leave and licence was given 
to the defendants to seize the car 
and they would have been entitled 
to claim a lien upon the car until 
the instalments in respect of which 
there was default were paid, but 
they had no right to sell the car 
because the leave and licence given 
to them did not confer upon them 
any property in the car. 

His lordship next discussed the 
question as to whether on the 
seizure of the car the defendants 
were entitled to forfeit all the 
instalments which the plaintiff had 
already paid. There was no speci-

One of the major questions that 
confront automotive engineers to- 
day ix that of valves, which are the 
controls an the arteries and veins 
of the motor. One opens up the 
way for the passage of the fresh 
yares to give power to the engine, 
the other opens up the way for the 
discharge af the dead gases to make 
way for n new intake. It is a 
known fact that the simpler the 
operation of the valves can be 
made, the greater the silence and 
efficiency of the power plant. 

The goal of engineers is to 
eliminate valve noises, valve ad- 
justments and to overcome any 
natural tendencies in valve con- 
struction { hamper the operation 
of the motor at any speed.

The purpose of the motor was 
ty eliminate valve clatter, reduce 
valve mechanism anid to inerease 
the eflciency and life of the motor 
and the original principle of the 
engine hax never been changed al- 
though it has been developed and 
improved constructionally. 

The principle of two sleeves 
operating inside each cylinder wall, 
to control the inlet and outgoing 
cases, seemed a logical solution of 
many of the problems confronting 
the designing engineer. 

These sleeves automatically 
climinated « number of parts and 
turnixhed aun opportunity to carry 
the valves or ports’ im the sleeves 
Ihemselves and the operation of the 
sleeves was a simple matter. 

As general use of this type of 
motor on the part of the motor 
public built up the sources of in- 
formation from which engineers 
could determine the efficiency of 
this type of construction, it was 
Jearned that not only did the sleeve- 
valve principle do away with al! 
the usual valve problems but that 
the operation of the motor was such 
that even the usual carbon diffical- 
ties were largely eliminated and the 
life of the motor materially 
lengthened.

ments of the Knight sleeve-valve 
engine as it is now being built, the 
exceptional life which they have 
shown, and the fact that nothing 
else has yet been developed which 
approaches this form in simplicity, 
has attracted the attention of the 
engineering world as well as the 
great army of motor car users in 
steadily increasing numbers.

Central Adjustments 

Almost always there is a single 
adjusting nut on the pedal pull- 
rod, access to which is obtained 
either from under the floorboards 
or fram toe bonnet, and routine ad- 
juatment consists of turning the 
hut ewry now and then when the 
pedal travel becomes excessive, 
You may find, huwever, that after 
some mouths the brakes are no 
longer functioning equably, thus it 
may become easy to lock the rear 
wheels, or « sudden application of 
the brakes may cause a tendency 
to swerving that shows one brake 
or another must be taking an undue 
proportion of the load. 

Ry far the best procedure in such 
circumstances ix ta lake the car to 
age equipped with one of the 
latest: brake-testing devices: where- 
bs the braking foree praduced by 
each of the wheels when the pedal 
is depressed can quite readily be 
ascertained. With this information 
aaa guide it is quite a simple mat- 
ter to operate the individual ad- 
justers on the brakes unti} a re- 
fest shows that the desired propor- 
tioning of the effort has been at- 
tained. 

Equalising the Brakes 

If, however, you find that there 
is no garage so equipped within 
a convenient distance there are 
various ways in which you can at- 
tempt the job yourself. One of 
these is to operate each adjusting 
nut until the shoes are just touch- 
ing the drums; this exact point can 
be ascertained by tapping the drum 
with a spanner and noticing when 
the “ring” turns to a dead thud as 
the shues make contact. The cor- 
rect clearance can then be given, 
ax a rule, by slacking the adjust- 
ing nuts to the extent of a full turn 
each. 

In some cases this method may 
not prove to give the desired re- 
sults owing to the slight differences 
in conditions when the pedal is 
fully depressed, so that it should 
be checked first of all by giving the 
ear a run, using the brakes only to 
a slight extent and by feeling the 
drums by hand as soon as the car 
is brought to rest. Differences in 
brake effort will, of course, be in- 
dicated by differences in tempera- 


ture, and extreme heat will show 
that a brake has been rubbing con- 
tinuously. 

A rubbing brake may also be 
caused by stiffness in the system 
due to lack of lubricant, but this 
part of the subject was fully treat- 


ed in the previous instalment of 
this series. If it be suspected in 
any brake you should take hold of 
the operating lever on the cam 
spindle and see whether it can be 
pushed back against the spring on 
the pullrod; if it works fairly free- 
ly the source of trouble must be 
sought elsewhere in the system. Of 
course, you must not expect it to 
be very casy to move the lovdr, a8 
you aro pressing against the action 
of the pull-off springs, but, having 
moved, St should snap back freely 
when released. 

The rost of the braking system 
usually consists of rods or cnblew 
connecting the Ivers on the cam 
spindles to similar lovora. mounted 
on one or moro croxs-shafty, this 
ahafta‘betng carrled in bearings 
alther on the frame or, in some 
entos, on. the ‘giarbox,.

The front axle is drop forged 
of the reverse Eliott type. The 
rear axle is of the semi-floating 
type designed for heavy duty 
work with chromé molybdenum 
shafis. The housing of malleable 
iron is exceptionally strong. 

The service brake is of the 
mechanical internal expanding, 
self-onergising four-wheel — type 
with oversized drums 17% by 8 
inches. The Westinghouse vacuum 
booster reduces pedal pressure 
two-thirds. There is a total brak- 
ing area of 635 square inches 
which, with the braking power on 
the rear wheels, practically 
eliminates all possibilities of skid- 
ding. The hand brake is on the 
drive shaft and employs a cir- 
cular ventilated dise 14 inches in 
diameter. 

Front and Rear Springs 

The front and rear springs of 
the semi-elliptic type are of Stude- 
baker design and manufacture. 
The front springs are 38 inches 
by 2% inches with 14 leaves. 
The rear springs are 563% inches 
by 3 inches with 14 leaves. The 
front wheel tread is 68 inches 
while the rear wheel tread mea- 
sured midway between the dual 
wheels is 64 inches. 

The cam and lever type of 
steering gear having a reduction 
of 18 to 1 is used, This means 
that three full turns of the 
steering wheel are necessary to 
cramp the wheel from full right 
to full left position. The turning 
rading of the chassis, with pody 
mounted, is 35 feet.

be kept thoroughly lubricated. A

When your car has covered 15,000 
miles or so and all the brake ad- 
justments have been taken up to 
a considerable extent, it will be as 
wall to remove the drums for an 
inspection of the linings. It ig 
foolish to continue to run a car on 
very worn Hnings, as they can bo 
replaced at quite a moderate cost. 
The enso or otherwise of removing 
the druma deponds upon how they 
are secured, a8 in some cases it is 
necessary to pull the rear hubs of 
the axle shafts with o special tool 
before the druma can be detached.

OPIUM TRAFFIC 


Railway “Watchman 
Convicted 


A YEAR’S IMPRISONMENT 

That Revenue Officers and 
Police officers seldom searched 
men in uniform was the remark 
passed by Mr. T. 8. Whyte-Smith 
yesterday when Watchman No. 19,
